New Y o r k , July 13.—Two explo­ 
sions, which killed l l men, wounded 
about 20 others and wrecked 2 build­ 
ings, occurred at the plant of the Laflin- 
Rand powder works at Pompton, N. J ., 
yesterday morning. The first explosion 
was in the house where gun cotton was 
being made, and the second, presuma­ 
bly superinduced by concussion, was in 
the dryinghouse close by. Three mon 
I were in the mixingroom when the ex- 
I plosion occurred and they were blown 


I to atoms. 
Chief Engineer Craig, who was in the 
engine room, had his head crushed to a 
jelly in the wreckage of the boiler­ 
house, the side of which was blown out. 
John Phillipps was standup near a tree 
some distance from the mixing home. 
His head was blown from his body and 
was picked up 80 feet awny- 
His body 
was irightf nliy torn by the force of the 
explosion and his clothes were whipped 
from his body. 
The foreman of the drying room was 
also clown to pieces, aud a number of 
Italians, w hq were digging a trench in 
the rear of the building, were killed. 
The most seriously injured was Will­ 
iam H. Emmons, a private of Com­ 
pany I, Third New Jersey volunteers. 
He was horribly torn by flying splint­ 
ers. On one side of his head the scalp 
was torn away aud from the other his 
ear was severed. Splinters were driven 
into his boily and legs and it is not 
likely that he will recover.

Two Buildings of Powder Plant 


Blown Up. 


ELEVEN MEN WERE RULED. 


About Twenty Othen Were Injured at 
Pompton, N. J.

Y o r k , Ju ly IS.— Two explo­ 
sions, which killed l l men, winnded 
about 30 others and wrecked 3 build­ 
ings, occurred at the plant of the Laflin- 
Rand powder works a t Pom pton, N. J ., 
yesterday m orning. 
The first explosion 
was in the house w here gun cotton was 
being made, and the second, presuma­ 
bly superinduced by concussion, was in 
the dryinghouse close by. 
Three men 
were in the mixingroom w hen the ex­ 
plosion occurred aud they were blown 
to atoms. 
Chief Engineer Craig, w ho was in tha 
engine room, had his head crushed to a 
jelly in the w reckage of the boiler­ 
house, the side of which was blown oat. 
John Phillipps was sta n d u p near a tree 
some distance from the m ixing house. 
His head was blown from his body and 
was picked up 80 feet away. 
His body 
was irig h tf ally tarn by the force of the 
explosion and his clothes were whipped 
from his body. 
The foreman of the drying room was 
also clown to pieces, aud a num ber of 
Italians, w hq were digging a trench in 
the rear of the building, were killed. 
The most seriously injured was Will­ 
iam H. Emmons, a private of Com­ 
pany I, Third New Jersey volunteers. 
He was horribly torn by flying splint­ 
ers. On one side of his head the scalp 
was tom away aud from the other his 
ear was severed. 
(Splinters were driven 
into his body and legs and it is not 
likely th at he will recover. 
Charles Luker of B utler was also 
probably fatally injured. 
Five companies of the Third New 
Jersey volunteers have been stationed 
a t the plant since the w ar w ith Spain 
began, and they were ordered under 
arm s and w ent to the scene of the ex­ 
plosion at double quick time. 
Almost im m ediately after the explo­ 
sion the anxious relatives of the men 
working at the mill congregated near 
the scene. 
The soldiers were compelled 
to fix bayonets to hold the crowd back. 
The Laflin-Rand company has been 
engaged in the m anufacture of brown 
powder, nitroglycerin, guncotton and 
smokeless powder under contract to the 
governm ent. 
A fter the explosion there 
was some talk of a Spanish spy being 
implicated in the attem pt to destroy 
the powder mill, but the theory of the 
men connected w ith the work is th at a 
s^ain of gravel got into some powder, 
which was in process of handling in 
the m ixing room, and th at as it w ent 
through the m achinery the foreign sub­ 
stance came in contact w ith a m etal 
surface and threw out a spark which 
ignited the explosive.

HE SAVED THE MILK. 


it Required Genius to Do It, hut H e Was 
Equal to th e Occasion. 
"Talking about cows," said Andy 
lenderson, " I really think that I had 
one of the most peculiar experiences 
with the animals in question that ever 
befell a citizen of west Texas. 
It was 
soon after I went to El PasG, sot ne ten 
fears ago, and before I had got familiar 
with the vagaries of the El Paso cli­ 
mate. 
"I had settled on a very pretty ranch 
some miles out of the progressive fron­ 
tier city and was doing nicely until I 
decided to go into the butter businesa 
sent east for a dozen fine Jersey cows 
and began operations. 
Well, the cows 
came on, and I hustled the butter busi­ 
ness from the jump. Things progressed 
nicely for a month, when the weather 
grew very warm and the atmosphere 
very dry. 
The Rio Grande dwindled 
until a roach could have waded across. 
Every bit of moisture disappeared, but 
this did not affect me, because I had a 
fine artesian well on the ranch and 
plenty of water. 
I observed, however, 
that my cows were losing milk viay by 
day, until at last they were perfectly 
dry. 
I was astounded, for they had 
plenty of feed and lots of water from 
the w elt 
I couldn’t understand it and 
determined to investigate. 
" I got up an hour before daylight and 
examined the cows, and, to my aston­ 
ishment, I found the udders of the cows 
heavy with milk. 
I did not milk the 
the animals, but simply watched and 
waited developments. Day dawned and 
the cows lazily meandered into the pas­ 
ture, and I followed. The sun came up, 
and with the sun came the terrible dry­ 
ness, but it didn’t feaze me in the least 
What knocked me out was the sight of 
my cows’ udders. 
They were growing 
smaller and smaller as I looked until 
they were as flaccid as a punctdred tire.

There were those who predicted a 
month ago that Americans woald not 
be so eager to enlist after the first land 
battle had been fought and the lists of* 
dead and wounded were given to the 
•pnbUc.hnt like all croakers since the war 
began these people must again go to the 
MSP. The prophecy proved false. The 
Morniting offices are crowded with 
young men every day, and scores have 
entered the army since the news came 
of heavy fighting at Santiago. It is the 
kame old spirit, the spirit whioh sent 
almost every, soldier of the National 
Guard to the front and which prompted 
many men in private life to lay down 
the avocations of peace and don the 
uniform of war.

THE SOLDIER VOTE. 
Sinoe congress has adjourned without 
enacting a law permitting soldiers in 
the field to vote, the question has again 
made its appearance in Ohio and will 
doubtless he the means of bringing out 
many opinions. " J 
The N e w s R e v ie w believes that the 
only argument yet advanced should be 
sufficient to move Governor Bushnell 
to oaU the ^legislature in special session 
for the sole purpose of passing a law on 
those lines.'' No man should be dis­ 
franchised because he temporarily loses 
his residence in his state for the purpose 
of fighting far his country. Instead he 
should he given every privilege possible. 
To deprive him of a vote while he is at 
the front is to take from him the dis­ 
tinctive badge of his citizenship. At 
present he has little more right than if 
he were an alien enlisted nuder the 
Btan and Stripes. He has nothing to 
aaj whatever concerning his local, 
oonntv, state or national government, 
and even though his vote wonld he the 
means of turning the tide to his party's 
favor die can do nothing. 
The governor has the power to oon 
vene the legislature in special session, 
and by that it is not meant that he 
should caU the general assembly for the 
transaction of general business. There 
is none to transact. It simply means 
that senators and representatives are to 
be oaUed to pass a law allowing soldiers 
in the field to vote.

franchise to anybody, and on motion o 
Mr. Ashbaugh the ordinance was laid 
over for two weeks. 
A communication from John Bnrforc 
said he wonld donate to the city land 
above Pleasant street to open three 
streets, hat wanted to be paid for Pleas 
ant street. A motion was made to have 
the city engineer make a plot of the 
land and secure a deed from Mr. Bor 
ford. 
President Marshall thought It wonld 
be a poor plan, and council gathered in 
a hunch around the desk of the preei 
dent and held a very pleasant social, at 
the end of which time the motion was 
put and carried. 
A communication from J. M. Aten 
asked $160 for damages to his property 
by the heavy rains. It was referred to 
a committee and the solicitor, hut not 
until mach time had been wasted ascer­ 
taining who was on the committee.

placed the figure for musical or theatri­ 
cal entertainments at $5 for the first 
day. $4 for the second day and $8 for 
each succeeding day.

Transplanting Muscle*. 
The wonders of surgery will, it seems, 
Bever cease. Among the most important 
achievements is the transplanting of 
muscles. This has been successfully 
done in the case of a patient who had 
for half a lifetime been unable to use 
one leg on account of paralysis occur­ 
ring in early childhood. The operation 
is thus described: “ A six inch longi­ 
tudinal incision is made on tho inner 
side of the thigh, with the middle op­ 
posite the top of the patella. The Barte­ 
ring is dissected out, cut off at its in­ 
sertion, brought forward and attached 
to the muscular fascia just above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 
“ The attachment must be made firmly 
by splitting the fascia and drawing the 
muscle through, so that it becomes ad­ 
herent to both inner .and outer surfaces. 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. The wound is 
then closed, and the whole thigh is 
, bandaged, and finally a plaster of paris 
! bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com­ 
menced at the end of three weeks, and 
the plaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op­ 
eration has been performed several times 
with great success, the only failures oc­ 
curring where the muscles were imper­ 
fectly attached. This state of things 
was entirely remedied, however, in the 
later operations. ”—New York Ledger.

The sarto- 
rius is dissected out, cut off at its in­ 
sertion, brought forward and attached 
to the muscular fascia just above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 


* * The attachment must be made firmly 
by splitting the fascia and drawing the 
muscle through, so that it becomes ad­ 
herent to both innerand outer surfaces. 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. 
The wound is 
then closed, and the whole thigh is 
bandaged, and finally a plaster of paris 
bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com­ 
menced at the end of three weeks, and 
the plaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op­ 
eration has been performed several tim®8 
with great success, the only failures oc­ 
curring where the muscles were imper­ 
fectly attached.

CUBAN SAVAGERY. 


The following letter is from the pen 
of Captain Harry Palmer, manager of 
the N e w s K b v ie w , who as color bearer 
of the Tenth Pennsylvania infantry, is 
now on his way to Manila. The letter 
was written on board the Zealandia 1,500 
miles out from San Francisco. It will 
doubtless be read with deep interest by 
Captain Palmer's many friends in this 
city. 
“ We. left San Francisco on Wednes­ 
day, Jane 15, at 2 p. rn., and at present 
writing we are about 1,500 miles from 
Frisco and 600 miles from Honolulu. 
Sea sickness caught a great many of our 
boys in blue before they were far away 
from land. I was a victim on the 
seoond day out, and am just about re­ 
covering. It is an awful sickness, and 
takes all the pluck and heart out of a 
man, and I would not have oared much 
what happened to me, had it not been 
for thoughts of home. 
There are 
four steamers in our expedition, the 
‘China,’ capable of 18 knots an hour; 
the 'Zealandia,' 18 knots; the 'Sena­ 
tor,' 18 knots, and the 'Colon,' 
ll 
knots. The 'Colon* has held us back 
sadly on our trip to Honolulu, making 
the trip from Frisoo to that point cover 
Dine days time, when we should have 
made it in about seven days. 
The 
‘China' left us when within about 900 
miles of Honolulu, and made the run 
in, in order to coal and get out of our 
way. We expect to reach Honolulu 
about Friday morning and the captain 
of the mail steamer Peru which passed 
us yesterday bound for San Francisco, 
tells us that Honolulu citizens await our 
coming and will give us a royal recep­ 
tion. God grant that we may reach 
there in safety. 
Honolulu is called one 
of the garden spots of God, fertile in 
the extreme and the climate all that 
could be desired. 


“ For 200 miles after we left Frisco,the 
lea gulls followed us and then left us. 
Then the ‘goneys,’ a large bird, took 
us up, and they will stay with us until 
within about IOO miles of Honolulu, 
when the 
'boatswain,' or 
'marlin- 
spike' will escort us into port, the 
'goneys* leaving us. 
For some time 
after we left Frisco the 'sea parrots,’ 
‘l r ‘divers’ were skipping all around 
'a n i about our vessel. 
They much 
^resemble a wild duck, but are not good 
to eat. The boys tried their new re­ 
volvers on them and kept up quite a 
fusilade until Colonel Hawkins com­ 
manded 'cease firing.' 
We passed a 
big school of whales when about IOO or 
450 miles out. Some of them were mam­ 
moth fellows, and they attracted univer­ 
sal attention as they 'spouted’ and 
'blowed,' romping in the sea like so 
many frisky lambs in play. Private 
Brain, of O company, tumbled off the 
upper deck last night, and only escaped 
going into the sea by luckily catching in 
some ropes hanging over the side of the 
vessel. 
He will be more careful in the 
future. 
A 
soldier died 
of spinal 
meningitis 
aboard 
the 
'Senator* 
this 
morning. 
Funeral 
services 
were held at 10:15, all the vessels halt­ 
ing for this purpose, and thou the re­ 
mains, sewed up in a canvass covering, 
were cast into the sea, the soldiers firing 
three volleys over the grave of the boy in 
blue, ball cartridges being used. It was 
ab sadly solemn scene. God grant that 
lie was prepared to answer roll oall in 
the presence of the Great Commander. 
He was a member of the Nebraska regi­ 
ment, and surely 'somebody’s darling.’ 
My heart aches when I think of the tid­ 
ings which will go home to his loved 
ones. I will be able to get his name, 
rank and company when we reach 
Honolulu, God willing. 
Hunter, our 
chaplain, gave us two good sermons on 
Sunday last. We also had Bible class 
after the morning service. I am mess 
ing with the ship’s officers and get very 
good food, nicely cooked. This is a 
decidedly good feature for me. There 
wee some blundering by some one in 
charge of food supplies when we first 
came on board, and the rank and file 
were compelled to go hungry in oonse 
quenoe. This has been remedied now, 
and the rations are all right. I have be 
come acquainted with Captain Dowdell, 
First Officer Deering and Chief Engi 
neer Keeler, and they treat me royally.

American Snllors Tell rn Tale o f Insurgent* 
Butchering Seven Spanish Prisoners. 
According to the report brought to 
Norfolk by the crews of thecolliur Abe 
renda and gunboat Dolphin, recently 
arrived from Santiago, seven Spanish 
prisoners captured by Huntington ’n ma 
Tines near Guantanamo were murdered 
by Cuban troops. 
According to the re 
port, the Spaniards were turned over tc 
some Cuban soldiers, who were suppos­ 
ed to bring them to camp. 
Instead the 
Cubans returned alone. 
“ Whereure the prisoners?" it is said 
the captain of marines asked. 
“ Too hot to bring them in," was the 
reply. 
This aroused suspicion and a 
search was made. 
It is reported that 
the seven bodies were fonnd piled on top 
of one another in an old well. The men 
of our vessels vouch for the truth of 
the murders, but no official report, so 
far as known, has been made.—New 
York Press.

Mr. W . R. Hearst Captures a Group of 
Twenty-nine Spanish Prisoners—Spanish 
Officers Made Their Crews Brank and 
Shot tho Sailors W ho Quit Fighting. 


Writing under the date of July 4 
from the quarter deck of the Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya, now lying beached on 
the southern coast of Cuba, Mr. W. JR. 
Hearst, editor of the New York Jour­ 
nal, describes the wrecked ships of 
Spain’s navy as follows: 
Last night’s story of the mighty sea 
fight, of onr glorious victory and of the 
complete destruction of the Spanish fleet 
has been told. 
Early this morning we 
headed our dispatch boat Silvia down 
the coast to inspect more closely than 
we oould yesterday, when fire was 
sweeping them, the wrecked and ruined 
leviathans of Spain’s navy. They lie 
with their heads buried in the sand, as 
if to hide from themselves the eight of 
their own destruction and humiliation. 
The first wreck we approached was 
the Oquendo. She lies in a small bay 
well up on the beach, her steel sides 
scarred by many shots, and with one 
tremendous hole on the port bow, show­ 
ing where a IS inch shell from one of 
onr battleships most have exploded. 
She has also a large rent aft on the port 
quarter, near the water line. Her mili- 


burrowed through the thickets, sud 
thorns we didn't mind. 
The wounded men they cursed because they 
had to stay behind. 
And when we couldn’t see the foe w e still went 
st him blind. 
Chasing him from every crest and crag, oh! 
And fifty hours of fight 
Went on by day and night 
Before we set a foot in Santiago. 


Though Spanish dons, they did their beat to 
. entertain us well. 
I e bore them back before us with ringing 
cheer and rousing yell. 
At last old wigwag in the sky shook out his 
flag to tell: 
“ Our admiral has Cervera in his bag, oh! 
When you give up the ghost, 
Your children’s sons may boast, 
‘Our father’s father fought at Santiago!’ ”

crews had deported their guns ancr naa 
been shot down by their own officers, 
how as the conditions of .the battle be­ 
came more aud more desperate, the fine 
wines and liquors of tho officers’ mess 
had been handed out to the crews, so 
that with drunken courage they would 
light on in the hopeless fight, and how 
at last the officers themselves gave up, 
and, scuttling their ships, drove them 
on the shore. 
Of our prisoners 16 were from the 
Vizcaya, 6 from the O quendo and 7 from 
the Maria Teresa, making a total of 29. 
We took them aboard the Silvia aud 
headed for the fleet 
As we passed the 
Texas we signaled our capture and re­ 
ceived a hearty cheer from ber jackies. 
Admiral Sampson thanked us very cour­ 
teously aud asked us to deliver our pris­ 
oners on board the St. Louis. 
We did 
so, receiving a receipt indue form from 
the officer of marines in charge. 
This 
receipt I have for warded to ll he .It uruaJ. 
While aboard tile St. Luuk we met 
Admiral Cervera and spoke a few words 
to him. 
The old gentleman is a fine, 
imposing figure as he stands, still proud­ 
ly, in bis full uniform, with all the 
gold braid and several decorations of his 
rank on his breast. The full effect is 
somewhat marred by the fact that his 
trousers are very damp from wading 
ashore, escaping from his burning and 
disabled ship. 
But only the irreverent 
would take notice of snob things. 
From the fleet we went to the wreck 
of the Vizcaya, and while Mr. Hem- 
ment takes photographs of the great 
hole in her bow I sit on a dismounted 
gun and write these few notes of Mon­ 
day’s proceedings to be forwarded to 
you. Great heavens! Is this rent and 
ruined hull, black and batlered^blister- 
ed and burned, with the heaps a! rub­ 
bish on its deck, with the gaping chasm 
in its bow, bordered by jagged points as 
if some mighty splash of liquid iron 
had suddenly turned cool—is this the 
noble boat we all admired so much and 
dreaded not a little as she lay in New 
York harbor just before the war? Is 
this the deck from which Captain Enlate 
trained his guns on the tall buildings of 
Now York?_______ ________

fcary masts have been swept overboard, 
and her decks are clear of top hamper 
down to the turrets and the guns. 
We 
lowered a boat to visit ber, and as we 
came alongside a shocking sight met 
onr eyes. Dead Spaniards were floating 
all about in the water, stripped to the 
waist as they had stood to man their 
guns. 
We steered nervously among the 
bodies, feeling much pity, and some 
satisfaction, too, that the Maine bad 
been again so well remembered. 
About this time the Suwanee came 
up and sent the famous Lientenant Bine 
ashore in her whaleboat to look for sur­ 
vivors of the crews of the Spanish ves­ 
sels and take them prisoners. 
We de­ 
termined to follow, though we had nei­ 
ther lifeboat nor life preservers, as the 
Suwanee’s boat crew had, and though 
the surf was running high and strong 
on a rocky beach. But deciding to swim 
for it if we were upset, we dragged off 
onr clothing and headed onr jolly boat 
for the shore. 
When the first scrape of 
gravel sounded under onr keel, we jump­ 
ed ont and dragged the boat up on the 
beach. Lieutenant Bine had been safely 
hauled ashore by his crew and was in­ 
terviewing a band of Cabans, who were 
also looking for Spaniards. Bnf as Span • 
iards there were none, the lientenant 
pushed oat through the breakers, board­ 
ed the Suwanee and put to sea again. 
We concluded, however, that it would 
be a glorious thing to capture some 
Spanish prisoners ourselves, so we join­ 
ed some dispatch boats and headed for 
the Infanta Maria Teresa, farther along 
the coast to the eastward. This vessel is 
not quite in such bad condition as the 
Oquenda. Blackened by fire and batter­ 
ed by shell she certainly is, but her aft­ 
er military mast still stands, her bridge, 
though much bent and twisted, is recog­ 
nizable as a bridge, and she has not such 
terrible shot wounds in her hull as the 
Oquendo has. Nevertheless she was the 
first of the Spanish ships yesterday to 
give up the fight and head for the shore. 
We found her still smoldering. 
In the 
fire tile cartridges occasionally popped, 
as though feebly endeavoring to con­ 
tinue I he fight. 
While 
William 
Hemment photo­ 
graphed the wreck I scanned the shore 
for Spaniards and finally saw some score 
of figures huddled together in one cor­ 
ner of the beach. 
We shouted to them 
and made a demonstration with our fire­ 
arms, and the poor, cowed fellows, with 
great alacrity, waved a white handker­ 
chief or shirt in token of surrender. 
I 
jumped overboard, swam ashore and 
told them we were going to take them 
aboard our boat to the admiral. 
They 
appeared rather gratified than otherwise 
and seemed to dread the Cubans far 
more than the Americana 
I sent our 
small boat for the ship’s launch, first 
having landed Mr. Hemment and his 
assistant. 
We three stood guard over 
our wretched Spaniards until the launch 
arrived. 
Several Spanish bodies, upon 
which the vultures fed, lay along the 
beach. Mr. Hemment took some rather 
grewsome photographs wliile I made the 
Spaniards bury their dead. 
; 
Most of our prisoners were wounded, 
having beeu in the heat of the fight, 
I aud we learned from them how the gun­ 
nery of the Americans had become fierc­ 
er and more deadly until the Spanish

The following letter is from the pen 
of Captain Harry Palmer, manager of 
the N e w s H e v ie w , who as color bearer 
o f the Tenth Pennsylvania infantry, is 
now on his way to Manila. 
The letter 
was written on board the Zealandia 1,500 
miles oat from San Francisco. 
It will 
doubtless be read with deep interest by 
Captain Palmer's many friends in this 
city. 


"W e. left San Francisco on Wed aes 


day, Jan e lh, at 2 p. rn., and at present 
writing we are about 1,500 miles from 
Frisco and OOO miles from Honolulu 
Sea sickness caught a great many of our 
trays in blue before they were far away 
from land. I was a victim on the 
second day out, and am just about re 
covering. It is an awful sickness, and 
takes all the plnok and heart oat of a 
man, and I woald not have oared much 
what happened to me, had it not been 
for thoughts of home. 
There are 


four steamers in our expedition, the 
'China.' capable of 18 knots an hoar; 
the 'Zealand^,' 18 knots; the 'Sena­ 
tor,’ 12 knots, and the 'Colon,' 
ll 


knots. 
The 'Colon' has hsld us back 


sadly on oar trip to Honolulu, making 
the trip from Frisco to that point cover 
nine days time, when we should have 
made it in about seven days. 
The 


'China' left os when within about 900 
miles of Honolulu, and made the ran 
in, in order to craal and get oat of oar 
way. 
We expect to reach Honolulu 


about Friday morning and the captain 
of the mail steamer Peru which passed 
us yesterday bound for San Francisco, 
tells as that Honolulu citizens await oar 
coming and will give os a royal recep­ 
tion. God grant that we may reach 
there in safety. Honolulu is called one 
of the garden spots of God, fertile in 
the extreme and the climate all that 
could be desired. 


" F o r 200 miles after we left Frisco,the 
le a gulls followed us and then left us. 
Then the 'goners,' a large bird, took 
os up, and they will stay with us until 
within about IOO miles of Honolulu, 
when the 
'boatswain,' or 
'marlin- 
spike* 
will escort us into port, the 
•gulleys’ leaving us. 
For some time 
after we left Frisco the 'sea parrots,' 
* ir 'divers' were skipping all around 
'a n t about our vessel. 
They much 
‘resemble a wild duck, but are not good 
to eat. 
The boys tried their new re­ 
volvers on them and kept ap quite a 
fusilade until Colonel Hawkins com­ 
manded 'cease firing.’ 
We passed a 
“'big school of whales when about IOO or 
ICO miles out. Some of them were mam­ 
moth fellows, and they attracted univer­ 
sal attention as they 'spouted* and 
•blowed,’ romping in the sea like so 
many frisky lambs in play. 
Private 
Brain, of C company, tumbled off the 
upper deck last night, aud only escaped 
going into the sea by luckily catching in 
some ropes hanging over the side of the 
vessel. 
He will be more careful in the 
future. 
A 
soldier died 
of spinal 
meningitis 
aboard 
the 
'Senator* 
this 
morning. 
Funeral 
services 
were held at IO :15, all the vessels halt­ 
ing for this purpose, and thou the re­ 
m ains, sewed up in a canvass covering, 
were cast into the sea, the soldiers firing 
three volleys over the grave of the boy in 
blue, ball cartridges being used. 
It was 
a sadly solemn scene. 
God grant that 
he was prepared to answer roll call in 
the presence of the Great Commander. 
He was a member of the Nebraska regi­ 
ment, and sorely 'somebody*8 darling.* 
My heart aches when I think of the tid­ 
ings which will go home to his loved 
ones. 
I will be able to get his name, 
rank and company when we reach 
Honolnln, God willing. 
Hunter, our 
chaplain, gave us two good sermons on 
Sunday last. 
We also had Bible class 
after the morning service. 
I am mess­ 
ing with the ship’s officers aud get very 
good food, nicely cooked. 
This is a 
decidedly good feature for me. 
There 
w as some blundering by some one in 
charge of food supplies when we first 
came on board, and the rank and file 
were compelled to go hungry in conse­ 
quence. 
This has been remedied now, 
and the rations are all right. 
I have be­ 
come acquainted with Captain Dowdell, 
First Officer Deering and Chief Engi­ 
neer Keeler, and they treat me royally.

The men 
of our vessels vouch for the truth of 
the murders, but no official report, so 
far as known, has been made.—New 
York Press.

Writing under the date of July 4 
from the quarter deck of the Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya, now lying beached on 
the southern coast of Cuba, Mr. W. R. 
Hears!, editor of the New York Jour­ 
nal, describes the wrecked ships of 
Spain’s navy as follows: 
Last night’s story of the mighty sea 
fight, of our glorious victory and of the : 
complete destruction of the Spanish fleet i 
has been told. 
Early this morning we 
headed our dispatch boat Silvia down 
the coast to inspect more closely than 
we could yesterday, when fire w as, 
sweeping them, the wrecked and rained 
leviathans of Spain’s navy. 
They lie 
with their heads buried in the sand, as 
if to hide from themselves the eight of 
their own destruction and humiliation. 
The first wreck we approached was 
the Oquendo. 
She lies in a small bay 
well up on the beach, her steel sides 
scarred by many shots, and with one 
tremendous hole on the port bow, show­ 
ing where a 13 inch shell from one of 
our battleships must have exploded. 
She has also a large rent aft on the port 
quarter, near the water line. Her mili-

tory m asts have been swept overboard, 
and her decks are clear of top hamper 
down to the tnrrets and the guns.

lowered a boat to visit her, and as we 
came alongside a shocking sight met 
our eyes. Dead Spaniards were floating 
all about in the water, stripped to the 
waist as they had stood to man their 
guns. 
We steered nervously among the 
bodies, feeling much pity, and some 
satisfaction, too, that the Maine had 
been again so well remembered. 
About this time the Suwanee came 
up and sent the famous Lieutenant Bine 
ashore in her whaleboat to look for sur­ 
vivors of the crews of the Spanish ves­ 
sels and take them prisoners. 
We de­ 
termined to follow, though we had nei­ 
ther lifeboat nor life preservers, as the 
Suwanee’s boat crew had, and though 
the surf was running high and strong 
on a rocky beach. But deciding to swim 
for it if we were npset, we dragged off 
our clothing and headed our jolly boat 
for the shore. 
When the first scrape of 
gravel sounded under our keel, we jum p­ 
ed out and dragged the boat ap on the 
beach. Lieutenant Blue had been safely 
hauled ashore by his crew and was in­ 
terviewing a band of Cubans, who were 
also looking for Spaniards. Bnf as Span • 
iards there were none, the lieutenant 
pushed out through the breakers, board­ 
ed the Suwanee and put to sea again. 
We concluded, however, that it would 
be a glorious thing to capture some 
Spanish prisoners ourselves, so we join­ 
ed some dispatch boats and headed for 
the Infanta Maria Teresa, farther along 
the coast to the eastward. This vessel is 
not quite in such bad condition as the 
Oquenda. Blackened by fire and batter­ 
ed by shell she certainly is, but her aft­ 
er m ilitary mast still stands, her bridge, 
though much bent and twisted, is recog­ 
nizable as a bridge, and she has not such 
terrible shot wounds in her hull as the 
Oquendo has. Nevertheless she was the 
first of the Spanish ships yesterday to 
give up the fight and head for the shore. 
We found her still smoldering. 
In the 
fire tho cartridges occasionally popped, 
as though feebly endeavoring to con­ 
tinue I he fight. 
While 
William 
Hemment photo­ 
graphed the wreck I scanned the shore 
for Spaniards and finally saw some score 
of figures huddled together in one cor­ 
ner of the beach. 
We shouted to them 
and made a demonstration with oar fire­ 
arms, and the poor, cowed fellows, with 
great alacrity, waved a white handker­ 
chief or shirt in token of surrender. 
I 
jumped overboard, swam ashore and 
told them we were going to take them 
aboard our boat to the admiral. 
They 
appeared rather gratified than otherwise 
and seemed to dread the Cubans far 
more than the Americans. 
I sent our 
small boat for the ship’s launch, first 
having landed Mr. Hemment and his 
assistant. 
We three stood guard over 
our wretched Spaniards until the launch 
arrived. 
Several Spanish bodies, upon 
which the vultures fed, lay along the 
beach. 
Mr. Hemment took some rather 
grewsome photographs while I made the 


' how, as the conditions of ^ 
came more aud more desperate, the fine 
wines and liquors of tho officers’ mess 
had been bandi d out to the crews, so 
thut with drunken courage they would 
fight on in the hopeless fight, and how 
1 at last rile officers themselves gave up, 
aud, scuttling their ships, drove them 
on the shore. 
Of our prisoners 16 were from the 
Vizcaya, Citron) the Oquendo and T from 
the Maria Teresa, making a total of 29, 
We took tie in aboard the Silvia aud 
beaded for the fleet 
As we passed the 
Texas we signaled our capture and re­ 
ceived a hearty cheer from her jackies. 
Admiral Sam pan thanked us very cour­ 
teously and asked us to deliver our pris­ 
oners on board the St. Louis. 
We did 
so. receiving a receipt in due form from 
the officer of marines in charge 
This 
receipt I have forwarded to J. ho Journal. 
While aboard the St. L.rnk we met 
Admiral ( \ rvera and spoke a few words 
to him. 
The old gentleman is a fine, 
imposing figure; as he stands, still proud­ 
ly, iii bis full uniform, with all the 
gold braid and several decorations of his 
rank on bis breast. 
The full effect is 
somewhat marred by the fact that his 
trousers are very damp from wading 
ashore, escaping from his burning and 
disabled ship. 
But only the irreverent 
would take notice of such things. 
From the fleet we went to the wreck 
of the Vizcaya, and while Mr. Hem 
ment takes photographs of the great 
hole in her bow I sit on a dismounted 
gun and write these few notes of Mon­ 
day’s proceedings to be forwarded to 
you. 
Great heavens! Is this rent aud 
ruined hull, black and battered^blistor- 
ed aud burned, with the heaps a? rub­ 
bish on its deck, with the gaping chasm 
in its bow, bordered by jagged points as 
if some mighty splash of liquid iron 
had suddenly turned cool—is this the 
noble boat we all admired so much and 
dreaded not a little as she lay in New 
York harbor just before the war?

this the deck from which Captain Eulate 
trained his guns on the tall buildings of 
New York?

A Germ an Scientist Show s H ow T his May 
B e A ccom plished. 
It is not generally known that sealed 
letters may in many cases be read w ith­ 
out opening the envelopes or doing them 
the least injury. It was discovered by a 
German physiologist by the use of an 
embryoscope, or egg glass, that the 
shells of eggs were of very unequal 
thickness. 
It occurred to him to make experi 
meuts in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or official pa­ 
per must be * laid above and below a 
w ritten leaf in order to make it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in the direct 
sunlight. 
He found that after he had 
rested his eye in a dark room for IO or 
15 minutes he cold read a piece of w rit 
ing over the mirror of the embryoscope 
that had been covered with eight layers 
of paper. 
He called in other observers to con­ 
firm this. 
The letters, however, that 
could thus be deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of the paper 
only. If four w ritten sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was hard to make out 
the drift of the writing, and there are 
some kinds of w riting which, when 
folded twice or thrice, admit too little 
light for the purpose of decipherment 
In this way possibly many of the per­ 
formances of “ clairvoyants” m aybe ex­ 
plained. 
By means of the egg glass it 
is, as a rnle, easier to make oat the con­ 
tents of letter or telegram without the 
slightest tampering w ith the envelope 
than it is to detect the movements of 
the embryo in the egg. 
Suppose the w riter of a billet, the 
contents of which are known only to 
himself, lets it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for five minutes. It may be 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light and be read by the aid of the egg 
glass. 
The placing of a piece of car­ 
tridge paper in the envelope or the col­ 
oring of it black is a means of defense 
at hand.

of him by the elder Sully, under which 
hangs a yellowed slip of paper, signed 
by Chief Justice John Marshall add 
several others of his friends, testifying 
to the faithfulness of the likeness.—

A Germ an Scientist Shows H ow T his May 
B e A ccom plished. 
It is not generally known that sealed 
letters may in many cases be read with­ 
out opening the envelopes or doing them 
the least injury. It was discovered by a 
German physiologist by the use of an 
embryoscope, or egg glass, that the 
shells of eggs were of very unequal 
thickness. 
It occurred to him to make experi­ 
ments in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or official pa­ 
per must be "laid above and below a 
written leaf in order to make it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in the direct 
sunlight. 
He found that after he had 
rested his eye in a dark room for IO or 
15 minutes he cold read a piece of writ 
ing over the mirror of the embryoscope 
that had been covered with eight layers 
of paper. 
He called in other observers to con­ 
firm this. 
The letters, however, that 
could thus be deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of the paper 
only. If four written sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was hard to make out 
the drift of the writing, and there are 
some kinds of writing which, when 
folded twice or thrice, admit too little 
light for the purpose of decipherment 
In this way possibly many of the per­ 
formances of “ clairvoyants” maybe ex­ 
plained. 
By means of the egg glass it 
is, as a rule, easier to make oat the con­ 
tents of letter or telegram without the 
slightest tampering with the envelope 
than it is to detect the movements of 
the embryo in the egg. 
Suppose the writer of a billet, the 
contents of which are known only to 
himself, lets it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for five minutes. It may be 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light and be read by the aid of the egg 
glass. 
The placing of a piece of car­ 
tridge paper in the envelope or the col­ 
oring of it black is a means of defense 
at hand. 


A Burm ese School. 
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The uproar was like that of a run­ 
away engine tearing through a tunnel.

TRAINING A WARHORSE. 


Row H e Is T aught to Stand th e B lase 
and Thunder of B attle. 
A warhorse is broken to be steady 
under fire by tying ropes to his logs. 
While the animal is down on the ground 
the officer takes a pistol and fires it 
close to his ear. Then in rapid order he 
fires the weapon over his h*ck,£ under 
his neck, between his legs, anywhere 
that an opening presents itself during 
the horse’s futile struggles. Not until 
he sinks back exhausted, all a-tremble 
and showing the whites of his eyes, does 
the pistol practice cease. 
After two or three lessons of this kind 
it is considered safe to mount him with 
a bridle furnished with a curb bit. Up 
to this time the horse has never felt a 
curb. The light snaffle is still retained, 
and the curb bridle is only given a gen­ 
tle pressure at first, just enough to let 
him know that it is there. Gradually 
the strength of tho pall is increased, 
and with this safeguard the horse is 
taught to stand fire from his rider’s pis­ 
tol or carbine. 
In carbine practice the horse must bo 
thoroughly broken, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon, whereas 
with the pistol the rider may retain the 
bridle with one hand. 
Then comes saber practice, and that 
is another trial to the horse. Again is 
he thrown to the ground, aud he proba­ 
bly can’t understand why he should 
have to suffer this indignity all over 
again, for he has learned that lesson 
very well. But when the bright blade 
of the saber, with quick thrusts flash­ 
ing before his eyes and cutting the air 
in close proximity to his ears, appears 
to him he is again terror stricken. 
Bat the lesson he has learned from 
the smell of gunpowder stands him in 
good stead, and he soon gets over his 
fear. And even with a man on his back 
and another mounted npon a seasoned 
horse coming at him with saber raised 
in the air or slashing left and right he 
knows that it is all a part of his educa­ 
tion and something to be expected. Bo 
he stands his ground or cavorts about 
the other horse while the two troopers 
indnlge in their saber practice.—New 
York World.

The alchemists of the middletges be­ 
lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a universal solvent 
*wbich would dissolve the most refrac­ 
tory substances as readily as water dis­ 
solves sugar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkahest, and what time they 
conld spare from the search after the 
elixir of life and the philosopher's 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob­ 
tain it. Science has yet to prove, by the 
way, that there was not more method 
in the madness of the alchemists than 
is generally supposed, tor in the re­ 
markable substance fluorine chemists 
possess material that approximates very 
closely to a universal solvent. Its chem­ 
ical energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum bu coomb to 
fluorine in time. The mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi­ 
cient to cause not mere solution, bat 
light, flame and fierce detonations. 
Doll, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a foil 
liant incandescent mass. 
Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal buna 
with bright scintillations. Only the 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solvent, to wbioh it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis­ 
play in the presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming white bot and throw­ 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di 
reotions. The heat is so intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that their tem 
peratnre has reached 1,200 degrees O. 
Phosphorus combines fiercely with 
fluorine. Prussian bine, on account of 
the cyanogen it contains, burns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame. 
This liquid—-an iodide of fluorine— 
etches glass, and if thrown into water 
bisie! like hot iron. The last named 
metal becomes white hot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves in a 
similar manner. Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur­ 
rent of the gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zino. lf the latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 
Although it bas been known in vari­ 
ous states of combination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankhardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by Scbeele in 1771, 
floorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until about six years ago, 
wheo the French chemist Moissau sue-

Th* Diam ond Only A bl* to A bsolutely R e- 
■Ut This Pow erful Solvent— R esearches 
Into th e N ature o f rn H ith erto Poorly 
K nown C hem ical E lem ent. 


The alchemists of the raiddlecges be­ 
lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a universal solvent 
•which would dissolve the most refrac­ 
tory substances as readily as water dis­ 
solves sugar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkahest, and what time they 
could spare from the search after the 
elixir of life and the philosopher's 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob­ 
tain it. Science has yet to prove, by the 
way, that there was not more method 
in the madness of the alchemists than 
is generally supposed, for in the re­ 
markable substance fluorine chemists 
possess material that approximates very 
closely to a universal solvent. Its chem­ 
ical energy is po fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum sn comm b to 
fluorine in time. The mere confact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi­ 
cient to oanse not mere solution, but 
light, flame and 
fierce detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a bril­ 
liant incandescent mass. 
Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while obarooal burns 
with bright scintillations. Only the 
diamond is able to resist ibis powerful 
solvent, to which it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis­ 
play in the presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming white bot and throw­ 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di­ 
rections. The heat is so intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that their tem­ 
perature has reached 1,200 degrees O. 
Phosphorus combines fiercely with 
fluorine. Prussian bine, on account of 
the cyanogen it contains, barns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame. 
This liquid—an iodide of fluorine— 
etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like hot iron. The last named 
metal becomes white hot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rnst behaves in a 
similar manner. Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur­ 
rent of the gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. If the latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 
Although it bas been known in vari­ 
ous states of combination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankbardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by Scheele in 1771, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Moissan suc­ 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 28 
Bunsen batteries.

As regards the chemical nature of 
fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper­ 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine and iodine. The attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 
chlorine and is so great that if a slow 
current of fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a bine vapor con­ 
sisting of ozone—the condensed form of 
oxygen. The last named substance ap­ 
pears to be one of the few materials 
which has no affinity for fluorine. Noth­ 
ing is observed to take place between 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 
So far all experiments bad been con­ 
ducted with fluorine gas, which, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at­ 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there was no 
laboratory^~Buoh as that at the Royal 
institution—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy­ 
gen at the command of the investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. By the aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan have suc­ 
ceeded in liquefying fluorine. At the 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found that fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
use glass vessels to hold the newly lique­ 
fied element — C. F. Townsend in 
Knowledge.

CARRIERS TO PAY THE TAX. 


Boyd In te r p o la te s a Feature o f W ar 
R evenue Law. 


W a sh in g t o n, July 13.—In answer to 
references from the commissioner of 
internal revenue, all bearing upon the 
question as to whether the shipper or 
carrier shall pay for and affix the re­ 
quired revenue stamps to bills of lading, 
etc., Assistant Attorney General Boyd 
hae held in part as follows: 
"The purpose of the law is clear,

fix upon the express » apa Hies and 
other carriers the duty of providing, 
affixing and canceling the stamp, and 
their failure to so provide, affix and 
cancel such stamp, subjects them to the 
penalties provided by law. It is sug­ 
gested that some of these carriers axe 
refusing to receive goods for shipment 
until the shipper pays the tax.”

TWO EXPLOSIONS 


Two Buildings of Powder Plant 


Blown Up. 


ELEVEN MEN WERE KILLED, 


About Twenty Others Were Injured at 


Pompton, N. J. 


CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS UNKNOWN.

Y o r k , July 18.—Two explo­ 
sions, which killed ll men, w«unded 
about 20 others and wrecked 2 build­ 
ings, occurred at the plant of the Laflin- 
Ruud powder works at Pompton, N. J., 
yesterday morning. 
The first explosion 
wa* in the house where gun cotton wa* 
being made, aud the second, presum a­ 
bly superinduced by concussion, wa* in 
the dryiughouse close by. Three men 
were in the mixingroom when the ex­ 
plosion occurred aud they were blown 
to atoms. 
Chief Engineer Craig, who was in the 
engine room, iiad his head crashed to a 
jelly in the wreckage of the boiler­ 
house, the side of wnich was blown oat. 
John Phillipp* was standup; near a tree 
some distance I rom the mixing house. 
Hi* head was blown from his body aud 
was picked up 80 feet away. 
Hi* body 
was lnghtfuliy torn by the forpeof the 
explosion and his clothe* were whipped 
from his body. 
The foreman of the drying room wa* 
also blow n to purees, aud u number of 
italian*, whq w ere digging a trench in 
the rear of the building, were killed. 
The most seriously injured was Will­ 
iam H. Emmons, a private of Com­ 
pany I, Third New Jersey volunteers. 
He was horribly torn by flying splint­ 
ers. On oue side of his head the scalp 
was tora away aud from the other his 
ear wan severed. 
Splinters were driven 
into his body aud legs aud it is uot 
likely that he will recover. 
Charles Luker of Butler was also 
probably fatally injured. 
Five oompumps of the Third New 
Jersey volunteers have been stationed 
at the pluut since the war with Spain 
began, aud they were ordered under 
arms and w’eut to the scene of the ex­ 
plosion at double quick time. 
Almost immediately after the explo­ 
sion the anxious relatives of the men 
working at the mill congregated near 
the scene. 
The soldiers were compelled 
to fix hayouets to hold the crowd back. 
The i^afiin-Raud company has been 
engaged in the manufacture of brown 
powder, nitroglycerin, guncotton and 
smokeless powder under contract to the 
government. 
After the explosion there 
w as some talk of a Spanish spy being 
implicated in the attem pt to destroy 
the powder mill, but the theory of the 
men connected with the work is that * 
grain of gravel got into some powder, 
which was in process of handling in 
the mixing room, and that as it went 
through the machinery the foreign sub­ 
stance came in contact with a metal 
surface ami threw out a spark wnich 
ignited the explosive.

I sent east for a dozen fine Jersey cows 
and began operations. 
Well, the cows 
came on, and I hustled the butter busi­ 
ness from the jump. Things progressed 
nicely for a month, when the weather 
grew very warm and the atmosphere 
very dry. 
The Rio Grande dwindled 
until a roach could have waded across. 
Every bit of moisture disappeared, but 
this did not affect me, because I had a 
fine artesian well on the ranch and 
plenty of water. 
I observed, however, 
that my cows were losing milk viay by 
day, until at last they were perfectly 
dry. 
I was astounded, for they had 
plenty of feed and lots of water from 
the well. 
I couldn’t understand it and 
determined to investigate. 
“ I got up an hour before daylight and 
examined the cows, and, to my aston­ 
ishment, I found the udders of the cows 
heavy w ith milk. 
I did not milk the 
the animals, but simply watched and 
waited developments. Day dawned and 
tho cows lazily meandered into the pas­ 
ture, and I followed. The sun came up, 
and with the sun carne the terrible dry­ 
ness, but it didn’t feaze me in the least. 
What knocked me out was the sight of 
my cows’ udders. 
They were growing 
smaller and smaller as I looked until 
they were as flaccid as a punctured tire. 
Then I tumbled. The dryness of the a t­ 
mosphere simply evaporated the milk 
through the walls of the udder. 
“ W hat did I do? Why, I varnished 
the milking apparatus of the beasts and 
the milk couldn’t ooze through the 
flesh. That stopped it. ” —New Orleans

THE SAMB SPIRIT. 
There were those who predicted a 
month ago that Americans would not 
he so eager to enlist after the first laud 
battle had been fought and the lists of 
dead and wounded were given to the 
• public.but like all croakers since the war 
began these people must again go to the 
rear. The prophecy proved false. The 
recruiting offices 
are crowded with 
young men every day, aud scores have 
entered the army since the news came 
of heavy fighting at Santiago. It is the 
same old spin!, the spirit which sent 
almost every, soldier of the National 
Guard to the front and which prompted 
many men in private life to lay down 
the avocations of peace and don the 
uniform of war. There will never be 
oause for the draft in this struggle. 


TMK HOLD1KK VOTE. 
Since congress has adjourned without 
enacting a law permitting soldiers in 
the field to vote, the question has again 
made its appearance in Ohio and will 
doubtless be the means of bringing oat 
many opinions. * » 
The N e w s R e v ie w believes that the 
only argument yet advanced should be 
sufficient to move Governor Bushnell 
to call the legislature in special session 
for the sole purpose of passing a law on 
those lines. No man should be dis­ 
franchised because he temporarily loses 
his residence in his state for the purpose 
of fighting for his oonutry. Instead he 
should be given every privilege possible. 
To deprive him of a vote while he is at 
the front is to take from him the dis­ 
tinctive badge of his citizenship, At 
present he has little more right than if 
he were an alien enlisted under the 
Stars and Stripes. He has nothing to 
say whatever concerning his 
local, 
oonntv. state or national government, 
and even though his vote would be the 
means of tam ing the tide to his party’s 
favor die can do nothing. 
The governor has the power to con­ 
vene the legislature in special session, 
and by that it is not meant that he 
should call the general assembly for the 
transaction of general business. There 
is none to transact. It simply means 
that senators and representatives are to 
be called to pass a law allowing soldiers 
In the field to vote.

The ordinance com­ 
mittee had made no report on the ordi­ 
nance bat that did not figure and on 
motion of Mr. Stewart it was placed on 
its third reading. 
Mr. Marshall wanted 
a clause inserted prohibiting the com­ 
pany 
from 
ever selling out 
their 
franchise to anybody, and on motion of 
Mr. Ashbaugh the ordinance was laid 
over for two weeks. 
A communication from John Barf Ord 
said he would donate to the city land 
above Pleasant street to open three 
streets, but wanted to be paid for Pleas­ 
ant street. A motion was made to have 
the city engineer make a plot of the 
land and secure a deed from Mr. Bar- 
ford. 
President Marshall thought it woald 
be a poor plan, and council gathered in 
a bunch around the desk of the presi­ 
dent and held a very pleasant social, at 
the end of which time the motion was 
pat and carried. 
A communication from J. M. Aten 
asked $150 for damages to his property 
by the heavy rains. 
It was referred to 
a committee and the solicitor, bat not 
until mach time had been wasted ascer­ 
taining who was on the committee. 
An ordinance to amend section 153

164, 
chapter 
5, 
relating 
to 
entertainments 
given 
in

oity 
placed the figure for musical or theatri­ 
cal entertainments at $5 for the first 
day. $4 for the seoond day and $8 for 
each succeeding day.

A motion was made to suspend the 
rules, but President Marshall was not 
satisfied with the ordinance and another 
uninteresting debate commenced. Mr. 
Marshall thought a clause shonld be in­ 
serted prohibiting parades from the 
streets except at such time as the mayor 
deemed proper. Everybody had a sug­ 
gestion to make, and after spending all 
the time they coaid on the snbjeot a 
section was added prohibiting parades 
from nsing streets except when the 
mayor shall designate. 
This still did not snit the president 
and another discussion started which 
was finally settled by the ordinance 
passing, President Marshall voting no 
as he said it did not oover the ground. 
An ordinance to improve Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue from the east line of the 
school lot to Mulberry street was passed 
under a suspension of the rules, and 
after another social session of IO minutes 
council decided to advertise for bids for 
the paving of Apple alley. 
The payroll came next, and the bill of 
Knowles, Taylor & Anderson for $129.60 
for hanling broken sewer pipe on the 
streets was placed on the payroll, bat 
the bill of the light company for $1? for 
moving poles, was laid over. 
E. J. 
Owen presented a bill for $8.69 for re­ 
pairing stepi on Eighth street.

discussed for some time when Presi­ 
dent Marshall discovered there was 
no motion before the house, and in 
a few minutes the bill had been tabled 
aud council indulged in some anoient 
history for several minutes. 
A bill of 
Joseph McKinnon for $6 46 was referred 
to the solicitor, while the street commit­ 
tee will look after a sewer running 
across the lots of Frank Nagel, Franklin 
street, McKinnon addition. The bill of 
the East Liverpool Goal company for 
sand was laid over as it was thonght 
too high. 
The pay roll was then passed aud

8. 
Rinehart 
pre­ 
sented the following estimates on the 
various streets: Jackson street,$1,631.60;

street, $968.87, The estimates were re­ 
ferred to a special committee composed 
of Olnhansen, Seckerson and Cain. 
The reports of the oity officers were 
laid over for two weeks, but are os fol­

A communication from the Sebring 
Pottery company asking for two addi­ 
tional fire plugs, while a communication 
from the Woman's Good Citizens anion 
asked council to put separate apartments 
iu the jail for women. Mr. Peach stated 
that plans had been drawn for the apart­ 
ments but they had been lost. The 
police committee were instructed to 
have new plans drawn. 
A communication from C. E. Swan 
stated that the city was encroaching on 
his property in East End in grading 
Pennsylvania avenue. It was referred to 
the street 
committee, engineer and 
solicitor. 
A communication from Henry John­ 
ston called attention to the fact that his 
aunt had been seriously injured by fall­ 
ing in a hole made in Baum’s alley near 
Seventh street and he would expect the 
city to pay damages. 
Tnis called forth a great deal of dis­ 
cussion, and the unanimous opinion of 
council was that Engineer George had 
done wrong in permitting the con­ 
tractor to excavate the alley to get sand, 
while President Marshall said in his 
opinion the engineer had altogether too 
much rope in matters of this kind. So­ 
licitor McGarry made a few remarks 
upon the matter and it was dropped.

T ra n sp la n tin g Muncie*. 
The wonders of surgery will, it seems, 
lever cease. Among the most important 
achievements is the transplanting of 
muscles. This has been successfully 
done in the case of a patient who had 
for half a lifetime been unable to use 
one leg on account of paralysis occur­ 
ring in early childhood. 
The operation 
is thus described: “ A six inch longi­ 
tudinal incision is made 011 the inner 
side of the thigh, with the middle op­ 
posite the top of the patella. The sarto- 
rius is dissected out, cut off at its in­ 
sertion, brought forward and attached 
to the muscular fascia just above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 
“ The attachment must be made firmly 
by splitting the fascia and drawing the 
muscle through, so that it becomes ad­ 
herent to both inner and outer surfaces 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. The w o u n d ii 
then closed, and the whole thigh is 
bandaged, and finally a plaster of pans 
bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com­ 
menced at the eud of three weeks, and 
the plaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op­ 
eration has been performed several time* 
with greut success, the only failures oc­ 
curring where the muscles were imper* 
fectly attached. This state of thing* 
was entirely remedied, however, in the 
later operations. “ —New York Ledger.

CUBAN SAVAGERY. 


The following letter is from the pen 
of Captain Harry Palmer, manager of 
the N e w s R e v i e w , who as color bearer 
of the Tenth Pennsylvania infantry, is 
now on his way to Manila. The letter 
was written on board the Zealandia 1,500 
miles out from San Francisco. It wi 
doubtless be read with deep interest by 
Captain Palmer’s many friends in this 
city. 
“ We. left San Francisco on Wednes 
day, June 15, at 2 p. rn., and at present 
writing we are about 1,500 miles from 
Frisco and 600 miles from Honolulu 
Sea sickness caught a great many of our 
boys in blue before they were far away 
from land. I was a victim on the 
second day out, and am just about re 
covering. It is an awful sickness, and 
takes all the pluck and heart out of a 
man, and I would not have cared much 
what happened to me, had it not been 
for thoughts of home. 
There are 
four steamers in our expedition, the 
'China,' capable of 18 knots an hour 
the 'Zealandia,' 13 knots; the ‘Sena 
tor,' 12 knots, and the 'Colon,' 
ll 
knots. The 'Colon' has held us back 
sadly on our trip to Honolulu, making 
the trip from Frisco to that point cover 
nine days time, when we should have 
made it in about seven days. 
The 
'China' left us when within about 900 
miles of Honolulu, and made the run 
in, in order to coal and get out of our 
way. We expect to reach Honolulu 
about Friday morning and the captain 
of the mail steamer Peru which passed 
us yesterday bound for San Francisco, 
tells us that Honolulu citizens await our 
coming and will give us a royal recep­ 
tion. God grant that we may reach 
there in safety. 
Honolulu is called one 
of the garden spots of God, fertile in 
the extreme and the climate all that 
could be desired. 
“ For 200 miles after we left Frisco,the 
-sea gulls followed us aud then left us. 
Then the 'goners,' a large bird, took 
us up, aud they will stay with us until 
within about IOO miles of Honolulu, 
when the 
'boatswain,' or 
'marlin- 
spike’ will escort us into port, the 
'gooeys’ leaving us. 
For some time 
after we left Frisco the ‘sea parrots,' 
'-ar 'divers' were skipping all around 
and about our vessel. 
They much 
resemble a wild duck, but are not good 
to eat. The boys tried their new re­ 
volvers on them and kept up quite a 
fusilede until Colonel Hawkins com­ 
manded 'cease firing.' 
We passed a 
'big school of whales when about IOO or 
150 miles out. Some of them were mam­ 
moth fellows, and they attracted univer­ 
sal attention as they ‘spouted’ and 
•blowed,’ romping in the sea like so 
many frisky lambs in play. 
Private 
Brain, of O company, tumbled off the 
upper deck last flight, and only escaped 
going into the sea by luckily catching in * . 
some ropes hanging over the side of the 
vessel. 
He will be more careful iu the 
future. 
A 
soldier died 
of spinal 
meningitis 
aboard 
the 
'Senator* 
this 
morning. 
Funeral 
services 
were held at 10:16, all the vessels halt­ 
ing for this purpose, aud theu the re­ 
mains, sewed up in a canvass covering, 
were cast iuto the sea, the soldiers firing 
three volleys over the grave of the boy in 
bine, ball cartridges being used. It was 
a sadly solemn scene. God grant that 
he was prepared to answer roll call in 
the presence of the Great Commander. 
He was a member of the Nebraska regi­ 
ment. and surely 'somebody's darling.’ 
Mv heart aches when I think of the tid­ 
ings which will go home to his loved 
ones. I will be able to get his name, 
rank and company when we reach 
Honolulu. God willing. 
Hunter, our 
chaplain, gave us two good sermons on 
Sunday last, We also had Bible class 
after the morning serrioe. I am mess­ 
ing with the ship’s officers and get very 
good food, nicely cooked. This is a 
decidedly good feature for me. There 
was some blundering by some one in 
charge of food supplies when we first 
came on board, and the rank and file 
were compelled to go hungry in conse­ 
quence. This has been remedied now, 
and the rations are all right. I have be- 
oome acquainted with Captain Dowdell, 
First Officer Deering and Chief Engi­ 
neer Keeler, and they treat me royally.

Writing under the date of July 4 
from the quarter deck of the Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya, now lying beached on 
the southern coast of Cuba, Mr. W. R. 
Hearst, editor of the New York Jour­ 
nal, describes the wrecked ships of 
Spain’s navy as follows: 
Last night’s story of the mighty sea 
fight, of our glorious victory and of the 
complete destruction of the Spanish fleet 
has been told. Early this morning we 
headed our dispatch boat Silvia down 
the coast to inspect more closely than 
we could yesterday, when fire was 
sweeping them, the wrecked and ruined 
leviathans of Spain’s navy. They lie 
with their heads buried in the sand, as 
if to hide from themselves the eight of 
their own destruction and humiliation. 
The first wreck we approached was I 
the Oqnendo. She lies in a small bay 
well up on the beach, her steel sides 
scarred by many shots, and wdth one 
tremendous hole on the port bow, show- ; 
ing where a 13 inch shell from ODe of 
our battleships mast have exploded, j 
She has also a large rent aft on the port 
quarter, near the water line. Her mili- 


r-rews Cud deserted tneir guns aurr aaa 
L*en shot dowu by their own officers. 
how as the conditions o f.the battle be­ 
came more aud more desperate, the fine 
w in es and liquors of tho officers mess 
had been banded out to the crews, so 
that with drunken courage they would 
light on in the hopeless fight, and how 
at last the officers themselves gave up, 
and, scuttling their ships, drove them 
on the shore. 
Of our prisoners 16 were from the 
Vizcaya, 0 from the Oquendo and ? from 
the iMaria Teresa, making a total of 29. 
YVe took tilt rn aboard the S ilv ia aud 
headed for the fleet 
As we passed the 
Texas we signaled our capture and re­ 
ceived a hearty cheer from hor jackies. 
Admiral Su;ii|)'n*i thanked us very coup- 
I teously and asked us to deliver our pris­ 
oners on hoard tin* bt. Louis. 
We did 
receivin g a receipt in duo form from 
the officer of m urines in cfi arg-1. 
This 
receipt I have forwarded toTTho tic finial. 
While aboard the St. I.oui.: we met 
I Admiral Cervera and spoke a few words 
to him. The old gentleman is a fine, 
imposing figure as he stands, still proud­ 
ly, iii his full uniform, with all the 
gold braid and several decorations of his 
rank on his breast. The full effect is 
somewhat inam*d by the fact that his 
trousers are very damp from wading 
ashore, escaping from his burning and 
disabled ship. 
But only the irreverent 
would take notice of such things. 
From the fleet we went to the wreck 
of the Vizcaya, and while Mr. Hem- 
ment takes photographs of the great 
hole in her bow I sit on a dismounted 
gun aud write these few notes of Mon­ 
day’s proceedings to be forwarded to 
you. Great heavens! Is this rent aud 
ruined hull, black aud battered^blistcr- 
ed aud burned, with the heaps af rub­ 
bish on its deck, with the gaping chasm 
iu its bow, bordered by jagged points as 
if some mighty splash of liquid iron 
had suddenly turned cool—is this the 
noble boat we ail admired so much and 
dreaded not a little as she lay in New 
York harbor just before the war? Is 
this the deck from which Captain Eulate 
trained his guns on the tall buildings of 
New York?

Every now and then we see in some 
newspaper the query, “ Where is Pat­ 
rick Henry buried?” and tourists in 
Richmond constantly ask to be shown 
his grave, with the mistaken idea that 
it is iu that city, where much** of his 
public career was passed. 
Few people 
comparatively know that the mull who 
acquired the title of “ The Tongue of 
the Revolution” lies in a quiet grave 
on the estate in Charlotte county where 
he formerly lived. 
Over it is a marble 
slab inscribed with one line, “ Hisfam e 
his best epitaph. ” 
The estate lies on Staunton river, 38 
miles from the town of Lynchburg, near 
the border line which separates Char­ 
lotte and Campbell counties. It derived 
its name of Red Hill from the peculiar 
color of the soil in that vicinity. When 
Patrick Henry bought the place, it com­ 
prised about 8,500 acres. 
The land is 
rich—there was a saying in the neigh­ 
borhood that poor land and Henry could 
never 
be 
mentioned 
together—corn 
grows there as high as a man on horse­ 
back; there is a general air «f smiling 
fields and abundant prosperity. Its sit­ 
uation in early times was very remote. 
Neighbors were few, one of the nearest 
being the celebrated John Randolph of 
Roanoke, who lived in his chosen soli­ 
tude 15 miles away. 
Red Hill is now owned by Henry’s 
grandson, 
W illiam W irt 
Henry, 
a 
clever, 
cultivated gentleman of the 
“ old school. ” He has in his possession 
some most interesting relics of his cele­ 
brated grandfather, including the desk 
he always used, which still contains his 
letters from 
Lafayette, Washington, 
Madison and other great men of early 
days; the large, round backed chair in 
which Patrick Henry died and a portrait 
of him by the elder Sully, under which 
hangs a yellowed slip of paper, signed 
by Chief Justice John Marshall add 
several others of his friends, testifying 
to the faithfulness of the likeness.— 
Philadelphia Press.

It is not generally known that sealed 
letters may in many cases be read w ith­ 
out opening the envelopes or doing them 
the least injury. It was discovered by a 
German physiologist by the use of an 
em bryoscope, or egg glass, that the 
shells of eggs were of very unequal 
thickness. 
It occurred to him to make experi­ 
ments in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or official pa­ 
per must be laid above and below a 
written leaf in order to make it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in the direct 
sunlight. 
He found that after he had 
rested his eye in a dark room for IO or 
15 minutes he cold read a piece of w rit 
ing over the mirror of the em bryoscope 
that had been covered w ith eight layers 
of paper. 
He called in other observers to con­ 
firm this. 
The letters, however, that 
could thus be deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of the paper 
only. If four written sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was hard to make out 
the drift of the writing, and there are 
some kinds of writing which, when 
folded twice or thrice, admit too little 
light for the purpose of decipherment 
In this way possibly many of the per­ 
formances of “ clairvoyants” may be ex­ 
plained. 
By means of the egg glass it 
is, as a rule, easier to make out the con­ 
tents of letter or telegram without the 
slightest tampering w ith the envelope 
than it is to detect the movements of 
the embryo in the egg. 
Suppose the writer of a billet, the 
contents of which are known only to 
himself, lets it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for five minutes. 
It may be 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light aud be read by the aid of the egg 
glass. 
The placing of a piece of car­ 
tridge paper in the envelope or the col­ 
oring of it black is a means of defense 
at hand.

The realistic Spanish novelist, Yaldes, 
in one of his most popular stories (“ Sis­ 
ter San Suplice, ” translated by Nathan 
Haskell Dole) gives a description of a 
retired Spanish general’s afternoon out 
which will illuminate many chivalric 
incidents in Spanish life and aptly illus­ 
trates the reckless daring and courage 
of which the average haughty dou is 
liberally possessed.

TRAINING A WARHORSE. 


B o w H e I* T a u g h t to Stand th e B la se 
and T h u n d er o f B a ttle . 
A warhorse is broken to be steady 
under fire by tying ropes to his legs. 
W hile the animal is down on tht ground 
the officer takes a pistol and tires it 
close to his ear. Then rn rtspid order he 
fires the weapon over his Lack,^under 
his neck, between his legs, anywhere 
that an opening presents itself during 
the horse’s futile struggles. 
Not until 
he sinks back exhausted, all a-tremble 
and showing the whites of his eyes, does 
the pistol practice cease. 
After two or three lessons of this kind 
it is considered safe to mount him with 
a bridle furnished with a curb bit. 
Up 
to this time the horse has never felt a 
curb. The light snaffle is still retained, 
and the curb bridle is only given a gen­ 
tle pressure at first, just enough to let 
him know that it is there. 
Gradually 
the strength of the pall is increased, 
and with this safeguard the horse is 
taught to stand fire from his rider’s pis­ 
tol or carbine. 
In carbine practice the horse must bo 
thoroughly broken, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon, whereas 
with the pistol the rider may retain the 
bridle with one hand. 
Then comes saber practice, and that 
is another trial to the horse. 
Again is 
he thrown to the ground, aud he proba­ 
bly can’t understand why be should 
have to suffer this indignity all over 
again, for he has learned that lesson 
very well. 
But when the bright blade 
of the sailer, w ith quick thrusts flash­ 
ing before his eyes and cutting the air 
in close proximity to his ears, appears 
to him he is again terror stricken. 
But the lesson he has learned from 
the smell of gunpowder stands him iii 
good stead, and he soon gets over his 
fear. And even with a man on his back 
aud another mounted upon a seasoned 
horse coming at him with saber raised 
in the air or slashing left and right he 
knows that it is all a part of his educa­ 
tion and something to be expected.

The alchemists of the m iddlecges be­ 
lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a universal solvent 
•which would dissolve the most refrac­ 
tory substances as readily as water dis­ 
solves sugar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkahest, and what time they 
con lei spare from the search after the 
elixir of life and the philosopher’s 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob­ 
tain it. Science bas yet to prove, by the 
way, that there was cot more method 
in the madness of the alchemists than 
is generally supposed, for in the re­ 
markable substance fluorine chemists 
possess material that approximates very 
closely to a universal solvent. Its chem­ 
ical energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum succmmb to 
fluorine in time. 
The mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi­ 
cient to cause not mere solution, but 
light, 
flame and 
fierce detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a bril­ 
liant incandescent mass. 
Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while oharooal burns 
with bright scintillations. 
Only the 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solvent, to which it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. 
The similar 
element silicon, whioh can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis­ 
play in the presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming white bot and throw­ 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di­ 
rections. The beat is so intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that their tem­ 
perature bas reached 1,200 degrees O. 
Phosphorus combines fierce^ with 
fluorine. 
Prussian blue, on account of 
the cyanogen it contains, barns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame. 
This liquid—an iodide of fluorine— 
etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like hot iron. 
The last named 
metal becomes white hot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behave* in a 
similar manner. 
Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur­ 
rent of the gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, 
especially aluminium and 
zinc. 
If the latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 
Although it bas been known in vari­ 
ous states of pom bination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankbardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by School® in 1771, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Moissau suc­ 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 28 
Bunseu batteries. The current was pass­ 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
aud hydrogen known as hydrofluoric 
acid, which is similar to hydrochloric 
acid. 
To improve the conductivity of 
the hydrofluoric acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in the liquid. As w ill readily be imag­ 
ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it when obtained. 
Every part of the apparatus used by M. 
Moissuu was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, whioh 
swell on contact with fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar. 
Fluorine 
bus a powerful affinity for silicon, one 
of the principal constituents of glass, so 
that it wa« impossible to use glass ves­ 
sels or tubes to contain the gas. 
As regards the chemical nature of 
fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper­ 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine aud iodin* 
The attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 
chlorine and is so great that if a slow 
current of fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a blue vapor con­ 
sisting of ozone— the condensed form of 
oxygen. 
The last named substance ap­ 
pears to be cue of the few materials 
which has no affinity for fluorine. Noth­ 
ing is observed to take place between 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 
Bo far all experiments had been con­ 
ducted with fluorine gas, whiob, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at­ 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there was no 
laboratory— Boob as that at the Royal 
institution— having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy­ 
gen at the command of the investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. 
By the aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan have suc­ 
ceeded in liquefying fluorine. 
At the 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
o x y g e n it was fouud that fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
use glass vessels to hold tile newly lique­ 
fied element. — C.
